* A somewhat gruesome experiment 
in. the interests of ‘1e fight against 
the leprosy scourge is to-be carried 
out in o Latvian State prison 
shortly, Becosiny to"an announce- 
ment made to-day. : 

Doctor -Sniker, ao prominent 
scientist, belonging to the Latvian 
Institute for the Treatment of 
Leprosy, claims to have made a’ 


disease,,and- that he can cure a 
patient. 

For the purpose of: the experi: 
ment Dr,.Sniker. has been authoris- 
ed to try inoculation. upon: a 
criminal named Kirstein, who’ is 
awaiting execution for, murder. 


Dr. Sniker' contends that leprosy 
is neither contagious nor “incurable.

To-day the Hong King Govern- 
ment Radio Service opens to the 
Public its new offices on, the ground, 
-floor (Des Voeux Road end) of the 
P & O. Building. The improve- 
ment which has been effected .as 
compared with the provision made 
for the public in the former .tem-, 
porary offices in on upper floor of 
the Post Office’ Building is typical 
o1 ‘the advance .which -radio com- 
munication’ has made in recent 
years , both in “efficiency and in 
public estimation, ; 

On entering the new offices, ‘the 
visitor. finds first, on’ the right, an 
enquiry counter at which two Euro-
